- *Tis true the game was firſt ſtarted by Oates at the Court, but the Beagles 
being nurſs'd up, and fluſh'd in the City, run counter to the point, and fol- 
lowed the ſcent of the Gniney Pigs 
Thus Ores's diſcovery at firſt was the preſervation of his Majeſties Perſon, 
when afterwards we find he ſhow'd all his care and diligence in preſerving his 
molt malitious Enemies, as appears on the Tryal of Colledge at Oxford, for 
whom he was ſo zealous, that he quarrell'd with thoſe who wou'd not Con- 
front the Evidenee right or wrong, as appears in Zeale's Narrative pag. 21, 22. 
Where Otes and Hetheringtoz coming to ZLealeat the Tryal, asked him, How it 
went; ZLeale ſaid, He thonght it wou'd go hard with the Priſoner if no body con<- 
fronted Mr. Turberviles Evidence; at which they ask'd him, why He had not 
| done it; He anſwer'd, Would you have me Accnſe a perſon whowe I know no ill of; 
Tes, faid Otes, where a man's life is concern'd. Lealereply'd, If it be your Prin- 
iple it is not eine, therefore you may doit when you are call d in, He told him, 
fo be would to ſome purpoſe; and ſo he did with all his vigour, endeavouring 
the preſervation of fo Notorious a Traytor, who bad ſo publickly betore ac- 
cus'd the Innocent. | So 
Now the cauſe of this great Busfle in ſaving the Proteſtant Joyner, Everard 
tells you in Zeale's Narrative pag. 21. where ſays Everard, If we car but clear bins, 
our buſineſs will be as good as done againſt the Court Party. 
"The ſame Induſtry and zeal was expreſt on his return, to get that Arch Traytor 
Shaftsbury acquitted, which happen'd to their deſires, having Sheriffs and a Jury 
ick'dout to their purpoſe : But on the Execution of Colledge, and chooſing Mr. 
North, and Mr. R3ch Sheriffs the M;d-fummer following, ſtruck them into ſuch 
a Conſternation, that it wastime to leave off. ſhedding Innocent Blood, and 
mind their own Preſervation, as Holloway tells us in his Narrative, p. 2d. And 
having ſoon conſidered of a Method, waited in expe@ation of further Advice, but 
220xe came till November, when they heard ſome diſappointment happening , they 
were forced to delay it. How thoſe Diſappointments happen'd, appears 1n Zeale's 
Narrative pag. 27. and 28. where he ſays, One William Lewis exdeavonred to 
perſwade him to Print and Publiſh ſeveral Scandalous Papers againſt the Govern- 


ment, 0n purpoſe to encourage the People to a Rebellion, ſaying, He would get "cnc

publiſhed before Queen Elizabeths Birth-day , at which time the Pope was 10 be 
Burnt, and there would be at leaſt forty thouſand People together that Night, and 
he would Incenſe them whas he could to breed a Mutiny ; and if the TFeople did but 
riſe inthe City, the Country would ſoon come in to their AſſuStance. Fe alſo was 
very Important with Zeale to go into the Weſt of England (it being his Native C ouns 
try ) on purpoſe to Incenſe the FaGious ſort of t eople againſt the Kings Proceedings, 
ſaying, he would go into Wales and do the like there; In order to which Zeal 
was to have been ſupplyed with Moneys : And about the beginning of O@o. 
ber 1682. Lewis told him ; He came from Sir Robert Clayton and other F mi. 
went Citizens, who much encouraged him in the buſineſs, (as he ſaid) But Zeale 
finding thoſe things to be of dangerous conſequence, was reſolved not to con- 
ceal them, and thereupon made a Diſcovery of the ſame to one of His Majeſties 
Juſtices'of the Peace for the County*of Middleſex : In confirmation Wh | rec? 2

Do certify that My. John Zeale gave in his Information to me againſt William 
Lewis above twelve Months ſince : And that the ſaid L-ale brought to me in Ja- 
nuary lai an Order of Council for the Troſecution of the ſaid Lewis, which wes ac- 
cordinely obeyed, and upon the ninth day of May laft, the ſaid Lewis was Tryed 
and Convied. Given under my Hand this one and twentieth day of November 
Anno Dom.

He communicated the ſame to Superior Authority, which was a Chief Cauſe 
of all theſe Diſappointments. For 'tis well known in the ſame year, the Burning 
of the Pope was prevented, and conſequently the Rebellion, by the great Care 
and Diligence of the then Lord Mayor, and the ſtrong Guards which were at 
that time in Arms in the City, which was the diſappointment mention'd by Mr. 
Holl oway- And at the ſame time there were ſeveral Fellows committed to New- 
Priſon for appearing in a Riotous manner, and making Parties in the Streets, and 
elſewhere crying out a Monmouth, Monmouth, &c. 

Some time after their Deſigns began to come on afreſh, as appears by Pollo- 
ways Narrative pag. 41h. We went to Mr. Weſt, and dilcouv\ed hins fully about the 
Contents of his Letters, who told us, They were reſoly'd to Kill the King and Duke 
as they came from Newmarket 3 in order to which he had provided Arms for fifty 
men, Piſtols, Carbines, and Blunderbuſſes, and that they were promiſed the Houſe 
of Rumbold 2 Maulter, which lay in the Road, and the King muſt come by bis 
Door, there the men ſhould have been Lodg'd : And this proje& failing as well as 
the reſt, exaſperated the Conſpirators mightily ; inſfomuch, that in the ſame 
Narrative pag. 5th. Rumjey laid, If he knew how to get at the Flead of 1000. men, 
he would begin preſently, and deſired they might mect the next night, and conſider 
of things. But all their Conſultations and Reſolves ſtill met with Diſappoint- 
ments - Some being for the / opping Puſineſs, ohers for the InſurreFion, in which 
alſo they met with ſeveral Diſappointments ; ſome having it tobeginin the City, 
others in the Country, others in both 3 ſome laying it on the want of Money - 
to carry it on, others on the Negligence and $loath of the Principal Managers. 
This was it which was meant by Mr. Weſt, Their ſtill meeting with delays, axd 

| bringing their buſineſs to no concluſion, pag. 4th. of Holloway's Narrative. His 
Writing to Wade in Priſtol by the Name of Jngleſton, his gathering his Clients to- 
gether, and the day appointed for their Sealing, which he told him in the next 
Letter, Was again put off: 

This'is evident they all agreed it ſhou'd be done, but diftered in the Circum- 
ſtance of Time, Place and Manner - That Providence which preſerves His Sa- 
cred Majeſty, preventing their Stratagems, and defeating their Devices. 
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
